O During stop in Halifax, Harper vows not 
to reopen gay marriage debate © Feds say 
they will clarify issue of same-sex divorce 


The federal justice minister says 
he will look at clarifying the law to 
ensure gay couples from abroad 
who marry in Canada can also get 
divorced. 

Rob Nicholson says he will 
study options to make it clear that 
same-sex marriages “performed in 
Canada can be undone in Canada.” 

There are now doubts about 
the validity of thousands of mar¬ 
riages conducted in Canada for 
same-sex couples from the Unit¬ 
ed States and elsewhere follow¬ 
ing a federal twist in a Charter of 
Rights case launched in Ontario 
by two foreign women seeking a 
divorce. 

A legal brief filed by federal 
lawyers denies the women are 
even legally married because nei¬ 


ther woman was legally able to 
mariy the other under the laws of 
their home country. 

The news quickly prompted 
critics to charge Stephen Harper’s 
Conservative government with 
rewriting the rules on gay mar¬ 
riage to suit its right-wing agenda. 

“I think it’s the radical right by 
stealth,” Liberal Leader Bob Rae 
said Thursday. 

Harper said he was unaware of 
the details of the case, but stressed 
his government has no desire to 
revisit same-sex marriage. 

“We have no intention of fur¬ 
ther opening or reopening this 
issue,” Harper said in Halifax.

Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper, while 
extolling the virtues of 
the independent 

process that divvied up 
$35 billion in shipbuild¬ 
ing contracts last Octo¬ 
ber, took a not-so-subtle 
jab at the provincial 
government. 

“(The NSPS was) the 
most open, fair, and 
transparent competi¬ 
tion ever held. Lobby¬ 
ists were told to stay 
away, slick advertising 
campaigns were ig¬ 
nored by the judges,” 
said Harper. “And then 
the bids were evaluated 
on merit and merit 
alone.” 

The prime minister 
was no doubt referring 
to the Ships Start Here 
campaign, a $620,000 
advertising blitz by the 
provincial government 
and Irving Shipbuilding 
promoting the bid. 

Harper was joined by 
several Conservative 
MPs, Defence Minister 
Peter MacKay, and Hali¬ 
fax Regional Municipal¬ 
ity Mayor Peter Kelly at 
the mid-morning an¬ 
nouncement. 

Premier Darrell Dex¬ 
ter was not invited to 
the event, but issued a 
statement shortly after 
congratulating the two 
sides for coming to an 
agreement in principle.

Irving Shipbuilding and the 
federal government have 
reached an “agreement in 
principle” to continue ne¬ 
gotiations on a $2 5-billion 
shipbuilding contract. 

In Halifax on Thursday, 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper announced the Hali¬ 
fax Shipyard and the feder¬ 
al government concluded 
negotiations on an umbrel¬ 
la agreement on the con¬ 
tract. The details of the 
agreement were not avail¬ 
able. 

Harper called it a “new 


era” for shipbuilding in Hal¬ 
ifax. 

“Will this stop the flow 
of young people out of At¬ 
lantic Canada? Yes, it will. 
Will there be opportunities 
for those who have already 
left and wish to return? Yes, 
there will,” Harper told a 
crowd of hundreds of Irving 
employees inside the Hali¬ 
fax Shipyard on Thursday. 

“We understand the po¬ 
tential of this region. There 
is a once-in-a-lifetime op¬ 
portunity to generate long¬ 
term economic growth here 
in Atlantic Canada.” 

There is currently no 
contract in place between

the yard and government. 
Steve Durrell, the president 
of Irving Shipbuilding, said 
he expects to negotiate two 
separate contracts over the 
30-year life of the deal. 

Durrell hopes the first of 
those contracts — for a set 
of Arctic patrol vessels — 


will be in place by the end 
of 2012. That means details 
on a provincial investment 
in training and infrastruc¬ 
ture upgrades for the Irving 
yard will not be disclosed 
any time soon. 

“We’re working through 
numbers, but things are 
still yet to be 100 per cent fi¬ 
nalized,” said Jim Irving, 
CEO of Irving Shipbuild¬ 
ing, after the announce¬ 
ment. 

“We’re going to get this 
umbrella agreement signed, 
and then we’re going do 
some more engineering, 
and then we’ll be revisiting 
with the province.”

Halifax Regional Police 
say they were called to 
only a handful of 
accidents on Thursday 
night despite the wintry 
weather. 

Staff Sgt. Reid 
McCoombs said between 
6 and 9:30 p.m., officers 
responded to fewer than 
10 collisions. 

“The few we had were 
minor ones,” he pointed 
out. 

“There just hasn’t 
been a whole lot of traf¬ 
fic at all.” 

As forecast, 

Thursday’s snow began 
late in the afternoon 
and continued into the 


evening. 

About 10 centimetres 
of snow was expected 
before it was to change 
to rain. 

HRM advised 
residents Thursday the 
overnight parking ban 
would be in place 
because of the storm, 
meaning cars parked on 
the streets from 1 to 

6 a.m. faced getting a 
ticket. 

The storm also result¬ 
ed in several

It’s lucky a snow storm hit 
on Thursday. 

HRM’s winter works 
were getting ready to tiy 
out a new tool in their arse¬ 
nal, and, luckily enough, 
Mother Nature decided to 
help out with the white 
stuff. 

This winter they’re go¬ 
ing to tiy applying brine — 
a mixture of salt and water 
— to the roads up to 48 
hours before a snow storm 
hits. The water evaporates 
and the salt is left on the 
road before it starts snow¬ 
ing. 

“It’s a preventative-type 


measure we use to stop 
snow pack and give you 
that first jump ahead of the 
snow storm,” said Gordon 
Hayward, HRM superin¬ 
tendent of winter works. 
“But once the snow actually 
starts, it’s of no benefit to 
you then.” 


Salt needs time and 
moisture to break up ice 
and snow, and that’s why 
it’s applied during and after 
the snow falls. Also, trucks 
would scatter rock salt into 
the ditches before it would 
have a chance to work if it 
was applied before a storm. 


Brine 


► After the trial this winter, 
HRM will look at using 
brine in a wider area, but it 
will require a larger brine¬ 
making capabilities than 
what they have right now. 

But putting brine on the 
roads before the snow 
helps to prevent ice from 
forming in the first place. 

“It’s certainly not new. 
The province is using it in 
various locations and in 
New Brunswick and in the 
States. The Europeans are 
25 years ahead of us in de¬ 
icing technologies.” 

It’s also way cheaper 
since it uses far less salt — 
using five time less salt. But 
Hayward said salt is still 
needed once the snow 
starts.

And even 
if we started today with a 
full-blown website, we’d 
still be behind the curve.” 

It’s something he’s been 
thinking about for a while, 
but is now hoping to get in 
on time for the upcoming 
budget. 

Fisher said he has no 



idea how much it would 
cost, but in conversations 
with staff, they indicated it 
could be doable with a 
manageable cost. 

“Web sites don’t cost 
what they used to (to) de¬ 
sign and we have a lot of 
people in-house that can 
work on something like 
this.” 

Staff is now working on 
a report on the details of 
such a system and Fisher 
said he hopes it could be 
completed before budget 
deliberations in the next 
few months. 

Fisher said he’d like to 
start with the ice pads HRM 
manages and expand it to 
all arenas, ball fields and 
even fire pits in Shubie 
Park.

35 per cent of HRM resi¬ 
dents are more confident 
in their household fi¬ 
nances coming into 2012. 
Only eight per cent feel 
their economic situation 
will worsen in 2012 com¬ 
pared to 2011. 

There are blips in the 
numbers, however. 

Despite feeling confi¬ 
dent about their personal 
circumstances, almost 50 


per cent of those surveyed 
think the local economy 
will not change for the bet¬ 
ter in the coming months 
and a further 18 per cent 
think things will get a little 
worse before they im¬ 


prove. 

This apparent discrepan¬ 
cy is not unusual. Folks al¬ 
most always feel they can 
do better than the system 
in matters of this nature. 

They have confidence in 


their personal resilience. It 
is also worth noting that 
the numbers have im¬ 
proved dramatically in 
HRM since 2010. 

Behind the macro num¬ 
bers there is a more signifi¬ 


cant story. 

We asked folks about 
their anticipated spending 
and savings behaviour for 
2012. Just over 70 per cent 
expect to hold the line on 
their household budgets 
this year. Only nine per 
cent expect to be able to 
significantly reduce then- 
debt, though 20 per cent 
plan to try. 

As for savings, 49 per 
cent state that they feel 
confident they can save 
this year. 

The research does de¬ 
tect a little uptick when it 
comes to people’s inten¬ 
tions to make major pur¬ 
chases. 

Compared to similar re¬ 
search over the past two to 
three years, 10 to 12 per 
cent more respondents in¬ 
tend to make a major pur¬ 
chase such as a new house 
or renovation, car or major 
appliance. 


A full 50 per cent indi¬ 
cate they expect to make 
one of those purchases this 
year. 

We seem to be fairly op¬ 
timistic as compared to the 
rest of the country, where 
recent polls indicate confi¬ 
dence in the economy ap¬ 
pears to be waning. 

I plan to check in with 
folks at mid-year and see if 
they are still in the same 
mood.

Global warming can be cut: Study 


O Scientists say controlling 
methane and soot offers quick fix 
O Don’t ignore carbon dioxide 


An international team of 
scientists says it has figured 
out how to slow global 
warming in the short run 
and prevent millions of 
deaths from dirty air: Stop 
focusing so much on 
carbon dioxide. 

They say the key is to re¬ 
duce emissions of two pow¬ 
erful and fast-acting causes 
of global warming — 
methane and soot. 

Carbon dioxide is the 
chief greenhouse gas and 
the one world leaders have 
spent the most time talking 
about controlling. 

Scientists say carbon 
dioxide from fossil fuels, 
such as coal and oil, is a big¬ 
ger overall cause of global 
warming, but reducing 
methane and soot offers 
quicker fixes. 

Soot also is a big health 
problem, so dramatically 
cutting it with existing 
technology would save be¬ 
tween 700,000 and 4.7 mil¬ 
lion lives each year, 
according to the team’s re¬ 
search published online 


Pollution control 


► Two dozen scientists from 
around the world ran com¬ 
puter models of 400 differ¬ 
ent existing pollution- 
control measures and came 
up with 14 methods that 
attack methane and soot. 

► All 14 methods — captur¬ 
ing methane from landfills 
and coal mines, cleaning 
up cook stoves and diesel 
engines, and changing 
agriculture techniques for 
rice paddies and manure 
collection — are being 
used efficiently in many 
places, but are not univer¬ 
sally adopted, said the 
study’s lead author, Drew 
Shindell of NASA. 

Thursday in the journal Sci¬ 
ence. Since soot causes 
rainfall patterns to shift, re¬ 
ducing it would cut down 
on droughts in southern 
Europe and parts of Africa, 
the study says.

Savage said the news 
was “personally distress¬ 
ing” and “a big step back¬ 
wards for Canada.” 

He and his husband will 
continue to fight to ensure 
the issue is debated until 
equality is granted to all 
same-sex couples.

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Man found guilty 
of public nudity 

O Naturist charged after going through drive-thrus 
naked O Claimed nudity was a legal form of expression 


An Ontario court upheld 
Canada’s public nudity law 
Thursday, saying it doesn’t 
infringe on freedom of ex¬ 
pression or the right to 
practise naturism. 

While nudism could be 
considered a protected 
form of expression under 
certain circumstances, “re¬ 
quiring people to wear 
some modicum of clothing 
when in public is a reason¬ 
able limit,” Justice Jon-Jo A. 
Douglas told the court in 
delivering his judgment. 

The court ruling comes 
after a constitutional chal¬ 
lenge by a man charged in 
incidents involving public 
nudity in the Bracebridge 
area. 

Brian Coldin was found 
guilty of partial nudity that

offended public order for 
incidents at a park and two 
fast-food drive-thrus. 

He was found not guilty 


in another incident that 
started on his own proper¬ 
ty, a clothing-optional re¬ 
sort he operates in the 
Bracebridge area north of 
Toronto. 

At Coldin’s trial, A&W 
and Tim Hortons workers 
testified he was nude when 
he came to the drive-thru 
windows and one worker 
said he pretended to reach 
for a wallet as if wearing 
pants. 

Outside court Thursday, 
Coldin said he wasn’t nude 
during that incident, but 
was wearing a towel. 

In his ruling, Douglas 
found Coldin’s actions 
expressed “not much more 
than his desire to be 
publicly nude.”

O The ‘one last heist’ genre gets the grit of Mark Wahlberg in Contraband 


Richard: Mark, Maybe Jan¬ 
uary isn’t a dumping 
ground for awful movies 
anymore. Used to be that 
only the dregs came out af¬ 
ter Christmas, but Contra¬ 
band is actually a pretty 
good thriller. It’s not bril¬ 
liant, but succeeds mainly 
because Wahlberg can play 
the family man, as he does 
in the first part of the 
movie, and then switch 
gears to have believable 
tough-guy swagger. 

Mark: Well, the plot — 
One! Last! Heist! is as old 
as Dick Clark’s toupee. 
But the movie is all in the 
details — the gritty port 
milieu, the dirty hold of 
the cargo boat, the cheap 
‘n’sleazy Panamanian 


dives; this flick is the anti¬ 
dote to Miami Vice — 
there’s zero glamour in 
this smuggling game. As 
far as Wahlberg goes, I 
found him totally believ¬ 
able and it’s the best thing 
he’s done in a while. But 
what’s up with Ben Fos¬ 
ter? Does he have to be a 
creep in every movie he’s 
in? 

RC: Foster is a fine but 
typecast actor. He really 
needs to break away from 
the deadbeat kind of char¬ 
acters he’s been playing 
lately. More work like his 
heartrending performance 
in The Messenger please, 
and less like paint-by¬ 
number creepy guys he 
plays in movies like this 


and The Mechanic. 

MB: And I was all excited 
to see Kate Beclcinsale out 
of Vampirella drag — and 
then they gave her noth¬ 
ing to do; the worst wifey 
part in recent memory. 
The other supporting roles 
weren’t all that great, ei¬ 
ther, although Giovanni 
Ribisi does make a swell 
bad guy, and I’ll always 
have a soft spot for JK Sim¬ 
mons after his role in Oz. I 
like seeing him in any¬ 
thing. 

RC: With the way Ribisi 
chews the scenery here 
and his work in The Rum 
Diaiy he’s proving himself 
to be the hungriest actor 
in Hollywood next to Nic 


Cage. He was fun. Beclcin- 
sale, not so much. Why 
cast her and then simply 
make her the damsel in 
distress? You’d think after 
kicking werewolf butt in 
four Underworld movies 
she’d be able to defend 
herself by now. Unfortu¬ 
nately the supporting 
characters are less interest¬ 
ing than the movie as a 
whole. 

MB: It’s not really an ‘ac¬ 
tor’s movie,’ is it? But the 
mechanics of the heist 
work, as well as the action 
sequences, and that’s why 
it’s worth watching. Oh, 
and a fabulous art joke, 
which seems out of whack 
with the rest of the film, 
but is a hoot nevertheless.

Today, the house the 
mouse built digs up anoth¬ 
er masterworlc, in 3D: 
1992’s sumptuous, Oscar- 
nominated Beauty and the 
Beast. For this review, I opt¬ 
ed to not only bring my 
four-and-a-half year old son 
Jack to critique, but also an¬ 
other member of my film- 
reared brood, 

three-year-old Elliot, a 
young man who adores 
motion pictures ... but ab¬ 
hors wearing 3D glasses. 


Now that’s as good a 
place to start as any. 

Beauty is just that, a rav¬ 
ishing classic fairy tale, 
with every single hand 
drawn frame a work of 
warm art. So why then, 
put it in 3D? The answer is, 
of course, to compete in to¬ 
day’s screen leaping ob¬ 
sessed marketplace. Beauty 
is a dark affair, however, 
and much of the gimmick 
is ineffective. And in El¬ 
liot’s case, annoying, as the 
lad kept removing his 
specs, refusing my many at¬ 
tempts to put them back 


on. No matter. He still was 
gripped by the picture. 
Both boys were. It’s tight, 
colourful, lively, operatic 
and brisk. And although 
the new 3D sheen lacks the 
punch it promises, it’s still 
exciting to see Beauty and 
the Beast return to screens. 

It also for me, marks a 
milestone in Jack’s cine¬ 
matic pallet in the form of 
his newly minted disdain 
for chick flicks. 

“I loved that movie,” he 
remarked as the credits 
rolled. “But I hate girls in 
dresses that kiss.”

When Golden Globes host

Downey described the 
vibe as “hugely mean-spir¬ 
ited, with mildly sinister 
undertones.” 

With Gervais back for 
his third turn as Globes 
host on Sunday, nominees 
are already preparing 
themselves for the British 
funnyman’s pointed jabs. 

“I’ll probably get the 
piss taken out of me, but 
it’s fine with me,” said El¬ 
ton John, nominated for 
his song from Gnomeo & 
Juliet. “I’m British. I can 
take it.” 


Johnny Galeclci, who is 
up for his first Golden 
Globe for his work on TV’s 
The Big Bang Theoiy, said 
that when he got word he 
was nominated, “one of 
my first five thoughts was, 
‘Oh Christ, Gervais is go¬ 
ing to make fun of me.”‘ 

But the actor isn’t really 
worried. 

“I’ll be flattered by it,” 
said the 5-foot 5-inch 
Galecki. “I’m looking for¬ 
ward to it. I hope he does¬ 
n’t just zero in on the 
height. That’s just easy 
pickings.” 

Damian Lewis, nominat¬ 
ed for his work on the TV 
series Homeland, said he 
might also be an easy tar¬ 
get for Gervais. 

“If he’s got a thing 
about redheads, I’m a sit¬ 
ting duck,” Lewis said. 

Glee and American Hor¬ 


ror Story executive produc¬ 
er Ryan Murphy is excited 
about Gervais’ return and 
the spice he brings to the 
three-hour telecast. 

“It’s always good with 
the shows to have an un¬ 


predictable element to 
them, and he certainly is 
that,” Murphy said. “He’s 
very funny and very smart 
and I think he will make 
nominees even more nerv¬ 
ous than they already are,

Seth Rogen, who pro¬ 
duced and starred in best 
picture nominee 50/50, is 
also looking forward to 
Gervais’ return. He even 
went online to check out 
what the comedian said 
last year. 

“It was the first time in 
a long time I’d gone on 
YouTube and watched 
something an awards 
show said,” Rogen said. 

Supporting actor nomi¬ 
nee Christopher Plummer 


said he appreciates Ger¬ 
vais’ irreverence. 

“I think finally every¬ 
body’s come to that same 
conclusion: That that’s 
him, he doesn’t mean it, 
but he’s very funny,” Plum¬ 
mer said. 

Jean Dujardin, nominat¬ 
ed for his starring role in 
the silent film The Artist 
(which is also up for best 
picture and is the night’s 
leading nominee with six 
bids), said it would be an 
honour if Gervais even 
mentioned him. 

But there’s a caveat, the 
actor said: “If he mocks 
me, he has to do it silently, 
without any words.” 

The 69th annual Golden 
Globe Awards will be pre¬ 
sented Sunday at the Bev¬ 
erly Hilton Hotel and 
broadcast live on NBC.

Phil Kessel is heading back 
to the NHL all-star game 
and it’s hard to imagine 
he’ll have to wait until the 
end of the draft before 
hearing his name called 
this time. 

The Toronto Maple Leafs 
forward was among the fi¬ 
nal 36 players added to the 
event by the league’s hock¬ 
ey operations department 
Thursday. Kessel joins Leafs 
teammates Joffrey Lupul 
and Dion Phaneuf for the 
Jan. 29 game in Ottawa. 

Kessel’s participation in 
last year’s all-star weekend 
is best remembered for 
him becoming the last se¬ 
lection in the inaugural 
draft — a somewhat embar¬ 
rassing moment that in¬ 
cluded Capitals star Alex 
Ovechkin chuckling and 
snapping a photo of Kessel 
sitting alone. 

“Hopefully he’s not se¬ 
lected last two years in a 
row,” Lupul said Thursday. 
“But he got a car for it, so I 
mean it’s not all bad, 
right?” 

Besides, no one is laugh¬ 
ing now. 

Kessel has been among 
the league’s most prolific 
players all season and en¬ 
tered play Thursday sitting 
second overall in scoring 
with 48 points, two behind 
Vancouver Canucks for¬ 
ward Henrik Sedin, anoth¬ 
er newly minted all-star. 


The top nine scorers so 
far will all be in atten¬ 
dance, a list that includes 
Philadelphia’s Claude
